I’M AGIN KILLIN 



R UFE was the quickest man on the draw 
in Taunton by the time he was sixteen. 
And little wonder, with a dad like-Sam 
Seton. Sam was sheriff of Taunton — had been 
for fifteen years, and he was proud of his 
son’s prowess. 

"Rufe will make a very fine sheriff some 
day,” he would explain proudly to anyone 
who would listen. ”Yes, sit!
